Senator K nute Nelson delivered an 
address at the Brainerd Opera House 
last flight on |h e issue* of the cam ­ 
paign. local and national, and it was 
a great speech.

with them, but it is impossible to 
have it so. 
We say th at the way to 
whip the trusts is to tfive congress 
power to deal with them.

to the constitution. The republicans 
tried to secure this in 1900, and were 
defeated by failing to secure the 
necessary two-thirds vote in congress 
Let us see how the dem ocrats, the 
self styled enemies of the trusts, 
voted on that question.

dred and tw#*nty dem ocrats voted 
against it and five for for it. 
It was 
defeated because of democratic oppo­ 
sition. 
And Representative Rich­ 
ardson stated in the Washington 
Post, a dem ocratic paper, that his 
p arty could not afford to have the 
trust question solved by the Republi­ 
cans because it would rob them of 
their campaign thunder. 
“ The way to solve th#* trust ques­ 
tion is not to destroy the tariff and 
prosperity. 
I believe in a protective 
tariff, such as will cover the difference 
in tin* cost of production here and in 
oilier countries. 
To solve the trust 
problem place these organizations in 
tin* control of the national govern­ 
ment, bv giving a republican con­ 
gress a chance to secure a congress­ 
ional amendment. 
When congress 
gets^’ont rol of the t# usts relief will 
come, 
lf you remove the tariff it 
will bi* simply a light between the 
foreign tru sts and the American 
trusts, and of the two I 
prefer the 
American trust. 
“ If the democrats are allowed to 
tinker with the trust it will be the 
same old story of failure, wreck and 
d isaste r."
